Mayor Harrison 
is-not’ alone in thinking that the time 
may have come for calling a halt-to the 
disproportionate rate of increase for 
school purnoses-in-a_tivic hudget that has 
roads, police and fire protection, health 


and sanitation and-many other services

While it has been finding larger and 
larger sums for the schools on both 
capital and operating account, the city 


has been forced to neglect other services 
quite .as important in their way if the 
community is to develop in a balanced 
fashion Against the million dollars 
needed for schools in the city this vear 


could just as easily be placed a like 
amount each_for-reads and drains, health 
and sanitation, -parks and recreation, 
police _and fire proteetion If these other 
services were to have comparable treat- 
ment expressed in f millions;
